For example, we judged The 
Presidents (a book discussing portraits at the National Portrait Gallery) to fx' of more interest to his- 
tory students than to art students — hence we listed it under the "American Politic <il I history" head- 
ing rather than under the art heading. But it's also cross-referenced in the index section in three 
places: under "American Art" in the subject index, under "The Presidents" in the title index, and 
under "Books" in the media index. (In addition to books, the media index inc ludes listings of 
exhibit catalogues, posters, teaching guides, videos, and many other materials.)
